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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
mal(ing and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicants are requested to point out support in the instant specification, by page 
and line number, for "flow gasifier" as required in the instant claim 1 . It is noted that on 
page 8, line 7, "entrained flow gasifier is disclosed, however, this is not the same as the 
claimed "flow gasifier". It appears that the claimed "flow gasifier would include other 
type of "flow" beside the "entrained flow". 


The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to w/hich said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Unger (5,61 1 ,963), optionally in view of Rabe (5,347,068). 

Unger '963 discloses a process for gasifying a feed to produce synthesis gas 
which primarily carbon monoxide and hydrogen (note claim 1 and column 3, lines 1-3). 
Typical temperatures in the gasifier are from about 1 1 00 to about 2000°C. The 
pressure of the gasifier is greater than about 300 psig (note paragraph bridging columns 
3-4). The process of Unger '963 uses an entrained flow gasifier (note step (b) in column 
2). The feed material in Unger '963 can be liquid hydrocarbons, various organic scrap 
materials, municipal refuse, coal, petroleum coke, etc. (note column 2, lines 36-43). 

The synthesis gas is passed from the gasifier to one or more quenching and/or 
cooling stages (note column 3, lines 17-20). 

Since the temperature of the process of Unger '963 is at least 1100°C, the feed 
in Unger must have a heat value greater than 6 MJ/kg or a combustible material must 
have been added to the feed in order to achieve the high temperature (note the instant 
specification, page 3, lines 9-14). 

The difference is Unger '963 does not specifically disclose combination of 
"contacting step" and the step of absorbing at least one of solid components, liquid 
components and gaseous components of the crude gas with water. 

However, In Unger '068, it is disclosed that the synthesis gas can be passed to 
one or more quenching and/or cooling stages. Thus, when there is more than 1 stage, 
the first stage is considered as the "contacting step" and the subsequent stage is 
considered as the "absorbing" step. 
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Rabe '068 can be applied to teach a process in which the cleaned gas flow can 
be cooled by quenching liquid flow, optionally with an intermediate waste heat recovery 
and the condensate is collected. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
